We had no civic clubs as such, 


but a "Board of Trade" now 
Chamber of Commerce. The 
Elks Club was formed only social 
center, over the building now 
occupied by T. G. & Y. and Lewis 
McLarty. The Club got big and 
built an Elks Club of their own 
which is now the Youth Center- 
on borrowed money. It got to be a 
gambling joint and the men who 
had endorsed the note, some 
dropped out, so through politics 
got some members on the City 
Council, who then sold it to the 
City. The City thought they 
might need the area to expand 
the Water and Light Plant, but 
anyway through City politics- 
got their friends who had en- 
dorsed the note off the hook. 


We had only one school 


building in the block on N. Main 
and had to have more room. The 
Catholic sisters had a hospital, 
the only one—on the Corner of E. 
3rd St. where the apartment 
building now is. The school 
bought it for a first grade 
school—then about 1930 built new 
High School on credit, and never 
out of debt since, even with the 
help of federal funds. Later, 
more grade schools—the negroes 
had their own—the Yerger 
Schoo'i—named after Professor 
Henry Yerger, a wonderful 
citizen—now in school system. 


The Football Stadium was 


built by the "W.P.A." labor with 


" the City through Water and Light 


funds paying for the material. 
Also a new fire station built by 
"P.W.A." Federal Funds, with 
the City giving the site. This was 
formerly the John Barr home, 
and the contractor lost money as 
they found there was 30-foot 
cistern that had to be filled with 
concrete. All houses had cisterns 
filled with rain water from the 
roofs. The Court House was built 
likewise with help of federal 
funds, and a tax on Real Estate. 
It took 4 years and two elections 
to get the Court House moved 
from Washington to Hope. 


The building trustees were the 


presidents of the then three 
banks, R.M. LaGrone, Lloyd 
Spencer, and H.M. Stephens. 
Back long ago, Hempstead 
County had many banks, four in 
Hope and one in Washington, 
Fulton, 
Ozan, 
McCaskill, 


Blevins—all with deposits of 
about one million, where now 
only three banks with deposits in 
excess of 40 million besides the 
'deposits in Federal Savings and 
I Loan. However, we cannot now 
buy with a dollar what we could 
long ago. We now get apples or 
'bananas by the pound, where we 
/use to get bananas by the stalk or 


bunch, or a dime a dozen.

amended to cast aspersion on the • 
leadership of the Arkansas State 
Police," Scott said. 


"This is another deliberate 


scheme by somebody with ul- 
terior motives of the vilest type 
to take a legitimate communi- 
cation and very crudely attempt 
to use it in a deliberate effort 
to smear," he said. 


Muskie, McGovern 
Make It

CONCORD, N.H. (AP) - 


Sen. George S. McGovern for- 
mally launched his uphill New 
Hampshire presidential cam- 
paign today by vowing to give 
front-running Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie "a real fight for this 
nomination." 


The South Dakota senator 


presented petitions with 2,000 
names and five new $100 bills 
to Secretary of State Robert L. 
Stark, assuring him of a spot in 
the March 7 Democratic presi- 
dtntial preference primary. 


Then he told a news confer- 


ence that "Sen. Muskie is going 
to know he's been in a really 
tough fight in this state." 


Meanwhile, Muskie was pre- 


paring formally to enter the 
presidential race tonight before 
flying here Wednesday to file 
before Thursday's deadline. 


Muskie purchased 10 minutes 


of prime, nationwide television 
time to make an announcement 
he taped Monday at his chilly 
summer home in Kennebunk 
Beach, Maine. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey of 


Minnesota is expected to round 
out the Democratic field when 
he declares his candidacy Jan. 
10. 


Muskie's announcement will 


be broadcast on CBS television, 
at 8:20 p.m. EST. The Maine 
senator said the television time 
coat his campaign organization 
$30,000. 


It is part of a presidential bid 


that already has cost well over 
$1 million, and has taken Mus- 
kie to 34 of the 50 states during 
the past five months. 


Two of Muskie's rivals for 


the nomination, Sens. George 
McGovern of South Dakota and 
Henry M. Jackson of Washing- 
ton, already were at work in 
the leadoff primary states. 


Jackson, in Florida, where 


the votes will be cast March 14, 
was busy discounting the voting 
in New Hampshire, scheduled 
one week earlier. Jackson de- 
cided to bypass the New Hamp- 
shire primary, where New Eng- 
lander Muskie is heavily fa- 
vored. 


In 
New 
Hampshire, 


McGovern was filing his peti- 
tions of candidacy today, and 
chiding Jackson, Humphrey 
and Mayor John V. Lindsay of 
New York for skipping 
the 


leadoff state. 


The Democratic field in New 


Hampshire includes McGovern, 
Muskie, who will file for the 
primary ballot Thursday, May- 
or Sam Yorty of Los Angeles, 
and Sen. Vance Hartke of In- 
diana, who announced his can- 
didacy in Manchester, N.H., 
Monday. "I will win," said 
Hartke, venturing a forecast 
other Democrats have avoided 
in a state adjacent to Muskie's 
Maine. 


President Nixon's name was 


filed for the Republican pri- 
mary ballot Monday. 


Nixon, who has virtually de- 


clared candidacy already, is 
due to formally announce his 
bid for re-election before Jan.

Meeting Called to Plan 
Fight on Roosting Birds 


(Editor's Note: The problem of a bird 


roost is again with residents of certain 
areas of Hope. A meeting will be held 
Wednesday to discuss methods to deal with 
the problem. The following letter from the 
State Supervisor of the Division of Wildlife 
Services was received by City Manager 
Garland Medders.) 


"Dear Mr. Medders: 
"This is in reply to your letter dated 


December 21 concerning the bird roost in 
Hope. 


"On December 16,1 visited the roost site 


south of Shover Street. At that time about 1 
V2 million grackles, cowbirds, starlings and 
robins were using the roost. We will be 
happy to offer our assistance in relocating 
the birds, hopefully away from town. 


"May I suggest that we plan to meet in 


your office at 10:00 a.m. on January 5 to 
discuss possible solutions to this problem? 
Mr. Robert A. Pierce of the Agricultural 
Extension Service and I work together on 
projects such as this. He is planning to join 
us in this endeavor. I would suggest that we 


include the county extension agent and 
representatives 
of the news media in this 


meeting as well as the appropriate city 
officials. 


"Essentially what will be required is that 


some local interest, such as the City, 
purchase the shell crackers, bird bombs, 
firecrackers, etc. which will be needed. We 
will probably also need some personnel to 
assist with the program. We will forgo the 
use of live ammunition because of the 
presence of robins in the roost. 


"I will be on vacation until January 3; 


however, if this time is not convenient for a 
meeting, just contact my office and I'll call 
when 1 return to work to set a new time. 


"From the fine cooperation we received 


in Hope during the program 2 years ago, I 
am certain that we can get the job done. We 
are looking forward to working with you."

Four Helicopters, 
Bomber Downed

SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 


Command today announced the 
loss of another fighter-bomber 
over northern Laos, and four 
American helicopters were shot 
down during an attack on a 
U.S. patrol northeast of Saigon. 


The command said an Air 


Froce F4 Phantom was lost last 
Friday due to unknown causes 
and the two crewmen were list- 
ed as missing. It was the llth 
U.S. plane lost over Laos and 
North Vietnam since Dec. 10; 
15 of the crewmen are listed 
missing and six were rescued. 


A spokesman, Capt. James 


D'Entremont, said his reports 
did not indicate what mission 
the F4 was on, but presumably 
it was either supporting Lao- 
tian ground forces or was tak- 
ing part in the massive air 


campaign against the Ho Chi 
Minh trail. 


Announcement of the loss 


was delayed while search oper- 
ations 
were 
under way, 


D'Entremeont said. 


The four helicopters 
were 


shot down Monday when they 
came to the aid of a 25-man pa- 
trol that was attacked near 
dusk in the jungles 40 miles 
northeast of Saigon. The com- 
mand said one GI was killed 
and 13 were wounded in the at- 
tack. It was the biggest Ameri- 
can ground action in more than 
a month. Enemy losses were 
not known. 


The patrol was hit by a bar- 


rage of small arms and auto- 
matic weapons fire. The Ameri- 
cans moved back with their 
casualties, and teams of obser- 
vation helicopters, rocket-firing 


gunships and medical 
evac- 


uation helicopters were called 
in. 


Enemy fire brought down 


three of the medical evacuation 
choppers and an observation 
helicopter. They suffered mod- 
erate to heavy damage, and 
one crewman was wounded. 


North Vietnamese and Viet 


Cong forces also bombarded a 
South Vietnamese post near the 
district town of Ben Cat, 25 
miles northwest of Saigon, with 
100 to 150 mortar shells. Six 
South Vietnamese soldiers were 
reported, wounded. 


Military sources in Saigon re- 


ported that the U.S. 7th Air 
Force plans to turn over its $60 
million base at Phan Rang, 160 
miles northeast of the capital,

Education and Welfare dis- 
closed at a news conference 
Monday that a preliminary sur- 
vey last April indicated about 5 
per cent of the nation's welfare 
families were ineligible for pay- 
ments, and even more were 
paid too much or not enough.

UTTLE ROCK (AP) - Six 


Negro youths who entered pleas 
of guilty to charges that they 
assaulted two white girls with 
attempt to rape received a sus- 
pended sentence of three years 
and two months. 


The six had been charged with 


assaulting two white girls on a 
sandbar in the Arkansas River 
near Little Rock in May 1970. 


The suspended sentences were 


given the youths upon the rec- 
ommendation by the two girls 
who said they did not want to 
testify again. There have been 
three mistrials in the case. 


Circuit Court Judge William

in the survey cost an estimated 
$168 million a year. Over-pay- 
ments cost an additional $124 
million, they said; and under- 
payments totaled $38 million. 


"Most of the errors were 


identified as honest mistakes 
by state and local welfare 
agencies or by those who re- 
ceived the payment," an HEW 
official said. 


More than half were agency 


errors. In many cases back- 
logged agencies did not reduce 
benefits promptly enough when 
a client reported an increase in 
outside income, the 
official 


said.

account of problems and ex- 
penses and hopes for the penal 
institutions of the state. 


Going back to 1967, when 


publicity on conditions at the 
penitentiary first became in- 
tense, outwardly tilings seemed 
to be OK. There were 2,200 in- 
mates, 25,000 acres of land under 
cultivation, a good supply of food 
for the institutional needs for 
men and livestock and ap- 
proximately one million dollars 
saved above operating expenses. 
The prison was self supporting. 


The state congressional group 


who visited the penitentiary 
however found conditions worse 
than they realized and a com- 
mittee on penal institutions was 
set up and Senator Hendrix 
became head of this group. 


With prison reforms which 


included more personnell, an 
extensive building program, a 
mechanization program, the 
financial 
picture 
changed 


drastically. Above prison ear- 
nings the following sums were 
appropriated and spent: 1967— 
$73,300; 196W»-$1,133,000; 1968- 
70-$2,200,000; 
1970-71 — 


$1,500,000. These yearly ex- 
penditures total over four million 
dollars plus the most of the 
original million dollar surplus. 
The present amount laid aside 
for emergencies is $386,000.

Post Office Has 
Women Guards 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - At 


cent post card. 


Women, who've been sorting 


and toting the mail for years, 
are now guarding it as well and 
investigating postal thefts and 
frauds. 


The Postal Service has 52 


women among the 1,300 secur- 
ity guards nationwide. The first 
was a 27-year-old former judo 
instructor, Kathryn Prime, who 
went to work in Philadelphia in 
December 1970. Los Angeles 
has nine women guards and is 
recruiting more. 


The need for women guards 


stems from the large number 
of women postal employes, said 
a Postal Service spokesman in 
Washington. The women guards 
are able to frisk women sus- 
pects, have access to women's 
rest rooms and keep track of 
demonstrators 
outside 
the 


buildings. 


Women also are 
becoming 


postal inspectors. The first two 
women inspectors in the 234- 
year history of the service were 
sworn in at ceremonies in 
Washington Dec. 17. 


The women train alongside 


the men during a three-week 
course at the University of Ok- 
lahoma. After graduation they 
earn the same pay as men— 
about |7,500 a year—wear blue 
uniforms, visor caps and a but- 
terfly tie and carry a .38-cali- 
ber pistol. 


"I hope I don't ever have to 


use it," said Darlene Will- 
oughby, 30, one of 17 women 
guards in the San Francisco- 
Oakland area. She said author- 
ities give the women the easier 
office duties and won't let them 
guard a high-value mail deliv- 
ery alone. 


Al Bur dick, chief security of- 


ficer for the Los Angeles divi- 
sion, says he has no qualms 
about women guards. 


"In this capacity they work 


very well," Burdick said. 


"The male guards have never 


companied. In fact, they com- 
plement each other because if 
there is a purse to be searched 
the women do it. It softens the 
approach."

overcame a 15-point deficit and 
edged Indiana 102-101 behind 
Donnie Freeman's 21 points.

A NEW CONCEPT-called 


"Married 
person l i v i n g

This will permit a tax advan- 
tage for those married per- 
sons who, though not legally 
separated, occupy separate 
households. Instead of being 
restricted to filing as a mar- 
ried person filing a separate 


return with its many limita- 
tions, they now file as a 
single person and receive 
more generous treatment on 
their deductions. 


Some typical examples of 


the savings under the new 
law are included in the ac- 
companying box. In all cases 
a standard deduction was 
allowed.

Dear Reader—Yes, you do 


need help. Recognizing that 
fact is half the battle. Am 
phetamine belongs to the 
"speed-up" drug group. One 
of this group, technically 
known as methamphetamine 
hydrochloride, is commonly 
called "speed." 


These stimulants are use- 


ful to combat depression, but 
that action wears off in a 
few days after the medicine 
is taken. They are also use- 
ful in combating narcolepsy, 
repeated sleeping at inap- 
propriate times. Sometimes 
they are used to help people 
diet and in treating hyper- 
active children and senility. 


Amphetamine releases a 


type of adrenalin from the 
•nerve endings and stimu- 
lates the brain. This causes 
the heart to beat faster and 
harder, nervousness, irrita- 
bility, insomnia and loss of 
appetite. 


Weight loss is common. So 


are delusions, hallucinations 
and even violence. When 
the use of the drugs is dis- 


continued 
after prolonged 


use, 
severe depressions can 


occur. 


Yes. 
some researchers 


state that prolonged use can 
cause brain damage. Brain 
cell damage has been de- 
scribed in animal studies and 
in Japanese men. Japan had 
an epidemic of overuse of 
"speed" after World War II. 
with serious effects on the 
users. Loss of memory for 
recent events and other evi- 
dences of abnormal thought 
process occurs. 


Some people begin taking 


these medicines to reduce, 
and c o n t i n u e them long 
after any usefulness they 
might have had in dieting. 


I am at a loss to tell you 


what to do for yourself. I 
don't know how much you 
take, how long you have 
been on the habit or how it 
has affected you. Obviously, 
the best thing to do would 
be to see a psychiatrist. If 
you have been on l a r g e 
amounts of the stuff for a 
long time, it might even be 
necessary to be withdrawn 
under supervision. If you do 
not have any evidence of se- 
vere difficulty and have not

Take Home Pay Less in 
Spite of Tax Relief

WASHINGTON (AP) - In 


spite of the tax relief voted by 
Congress last month, millions 
of Americans will find their 
take-home pay reduced after 
Jan. 16 by a bigger income tax 
bite out of their checks.

make the amount of tax with- 
held by employers come closer 
to matching the employe's ac- 
tual tax liability for the year. 


That will correct the under- 


withholding which, for many 
taxpayers, has been a nuisance 
for years. For 1972 and there- 
after, fewer middle-and upper- 
income taxpayers will have to 
mail quarterly estimated tax 
payments or make large lump- 
sum payments when they file 
their income tax returns.

Drugs Under 
Study of 
Commission

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Food and Drug Administration 
today announced a three-year 
program to evaluate the safety 
and effectiveness of hundreds 
of thousands of nonprescription 
drugs. 


The agency said its concern 


was illustrated by a recent re- 
view of 420 over-the-counter 
drugs by the National Academy 
of Sciences which concluded 
that only about one-fourth are 
effective. 


The new program is similar 


to a 1966 review, recently com- 
pleted, of 2,752 individual pre- 
scription drugs. Almost 15 per 
cent failed to live up to claims 
and 35 per cent were found to 
be only possibly effective. 


"Because self-medication is 


essential to the nation's health- 
care system, it is imperative 
that the over-the-counter drugs 
be safe and effective and have 
fully 
informative 
labeling," 


said 
FDA 
Commissioner 


Charles C. Edwards. 


Rather than tackle each of 


the 100,000 to 500,000 nonpres- 
cription drugs one at a time, 
and tie up court dockets and 
the FDA's staff for years, he 
said, the agency will utilize ex- 
pert panels to evaluate in- 
gredients, dosages and condi- 
tions for use for at least 26 bas- 
ic classes of over-the-counter 
products. 


The classes include antacids, 


laxatives, antiperspirants, sun- 
burn products, vitamin-mineral 
products, 
dandruff 
products, 


mouthwashes, analgesics, seda- 
tives, 
stimulants, 
antihista- 


mines, cold

The withholding increase is 


so large, in fact, that in many 
cases it will more than offset 
the paycheck benefits that Con- 
gress enacted last month in the 


form of higher personal ex- 
emptions

standard deduction. 


Taxpayers at the income lev- 


el of $20,000 to $25,000 
who 


claim itemized deductions of 
$4,000 to $5,000—fairly ordinary 
at that income level—may find 
themselves paying the govern- 
ment upwards of $50 a month 
more than they owe. 


For the relief of such tax- 


payers the IRS has prepared a 
new form to be distributed by 
employers, called "Employe's 
Withholding Exemption Certifi- 
cate." By filling it out and re- 
turning it to his employer, he 
can adjust his year-long with- 
holding to an amount roughly 
equivalent to his actual tax lia- 
bility. 


The new form carries a table 


showing 
how many 
"allow- 


ances" the taxpayer should 
claim—at $750 each, the new 
amount of the personal ex- 
emption—to insure that he is 
meeting 
his tax obligations 


throughout the year but not 
overpaying along the way.

Over 300,000 Miles 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon has spent more 
time away from 
the 
White 


House than in it during the first 
three years of his presidency. 


He chalked up more than 


300,000 miles of travel, to all 50 
states, the Virgin Islands, 
Guam, Midway and 19 coun- 
tries. 


Nixon will have to almost 


double that to surpass Lyndon 
B. Johnson's total presidential 
mileage, but available records 
show Nixon is already a more- 
traveled president than either 
John F. Kennedy or Harry S. 
Truman. 


When Truman made his fare- 


well address, he boasted he had 
traveled 135,000 miles by air, 
77,000 by rail and 
17,000 by 


ship. 


There are 
no records on 


President Eisenhower's mile- 
age, but train and sea soirees 
virtually 
disappeared 
during 


his years in office. 


John F. Kennedy traveled 


about 215,000 miles during his 
shortened term, very few by 
boat or rail. Johnson logged 
523,000 miles between Novem- 
ber 1962 and January 1969, ac- 
cording to records at the LBJ 
Ubrary in Austin, Tex. Virtual- 
ly all the mileage was by air. 


Nixon has taken a few rides 


on Navy ships and tried out the

to 


Communist China and the So- 
viet Union. 


Nixon is the first president to 


set up secondary residences on 
both coasts. He has spent 35 
weekanas in Florida and Cali- 
fornia. Nixon visited Key Bis- 
cayne eight times in 1969 and 
10 each in 1970 and 1971. He 
made two trips to San Cle- 
mente in 1969, three in 1970 and 
six in 1971. All in all, more than 
220,000 of his 300,000 presiden- 
tial miles have been logged in 
the United States.

Hotel Heist Loot May

world famous for his uncanny 
ability of simulating the call of 
the mallard and for manufactur- 
ing what many experts consider 
the very best duck call. 


The Houston honker was a 


typical visitor to the Major 
home. The neophyte blowers 
come from all locations to meet 
the man who fashioned a reputa- 
tion as the world's best duck 
caller before retiring from com- 
petition to devote more time to 
manufacturing his Dixie Mal- 
lard Calls. 


Major and members of his 


family have compiled a remark- 
able 
record 
in 
competition 


among the world's best duck 
callers. Simulating the four ba- 
sic calls of the mallard—hail, 
feed, come back and mating— 
members of the family have 
demonstrated their unique talent 
not only in the World Champion 
Duck-Calling Contest in Stuttgart 
but throughout the nation. 


Major was the first of his 


family to win any kind of cham- 
pionship with a duck call—and 
fittingly so. He captured the 
world championship in 1945, Gulf 
Coast Championship in 1957 and 
international title in 1957. 


Major's wife, Sophie, won the 


women's world Championship in 
1950 and 1954. 


Major's stepdaughter, Pat, won 


the junior world's in 1950, wom- 
en's world from 1951-55, Arkan- 
sas state championship in 1955, 
open world in 1955-56, and the 
champion of champions in 1960. 
Sie was the only person ever 
to win all world titles. Major's 
youngest stepdaughter, Brenda, 
won the junior world in 1955 and 
junior international from 1956- 
58. 


Dixie, Mr. and Mrs. Major's 


daughter, won the women's 
world in 1965, 1969 and 1971. 


Eddie Holt, Dixie's husband, 


won the Arkansas state cham- 
pionship in 1968, world champion- 
ship from 1968-70 and the cham- 
pion of champions in 1970. He 
retired an undefeated champion 
after 
winning three 
straight 


world events which netted him 
$3,000 in prize money. 


Born in Conway County settle- 


ment of Springfield in 1896, the 
eldest Major grew up to appreci- 
ate nature and the outdoors. 
When he was three, his family 
moved to Plummerville, where 
he attended school. The family 
moved to Conway when he was 
10 years old. 


"I remember when my dad 


went hunting," he recalled. "I 
would get up and eat breakfast 
with him. Mother would always 
fix breakfast, 'cause back then 
you didn't have the cafes and 
restaurants 
that 
opened for 


breakfast." 


He was not old enough at first 


to carry a gun and accompany 
his father into the woods, but 
Chick would walk with him into 
the woods and then go back 
home. 


"We would sit and talk 'til the 


sun came up and then I would 
walk back home, oh, about a 
mile and a half," he said. 


One of his most memorable 


childhood experiences was the 
day he built a rabbit trap. He 
got the lumber from a dilapi- 


said. "When I got there, the trap 
was thrown, but I found out I 
had made the trap too long and 
I couldn't reach the rabbit." 


"I ran back and got my dad- 


dy and he went back with me," 
he continued. "All he did was 
raise the back of the trap and 
the rabbit slid out. But, you 
know, before I got home, the 
danged thing jumped out of my 
arms and escaped." 


Major eventually settled in 


Stuttgart (in 1948) after holding 
down jobs in Conway, Little 
Rock and various other places. 
He worked as a truck driver 
for Southwestern Transportation 
Co. until 1966 when he retired 
at age 69. 


Major carved his first duck 


call in 1939. The idea origniated 
with his cousin, who convinced 
Major that he could carve items 
from wood as well as the next 
guy. 


"My cousin talked to me and 


I started whittlin' the next day." 


The business soon flourished 


and Major's reputation as a 
duck-call manufacturer spread 
rapidly. 


"At first, I would work at my 


job, come home, eat supper and 
then work til about 10 on the 
duck calls," he said. 


Members of the family now 


tkuidle most of the manufactur- 
ing chores. A large manufactur- 
ing firm produces most of the 
thousands of Dixie Mallard Calls 
turned out each year, although 
Major and his family turn out 
several hundred in his work- 
shop, and they have the respon- 
sibility of tuning all of the in- 
struments. 


According to Major, his wife 


is shouldered with most of the 
responsibility. 
She not 
only 


teaches a class on duck calling 
at the Stuttgart Youth Center, 
but she is responsible for the 
correspondence 
billing, 
and 


packaging of the hundreds of 
calls the family itself makes 
each year in Major's workshop. 
Each fall, Mrs. Major also gives 
instructions on calling to aspir- 
ing hunters, neighbors, 
and 


whomever happens to drop by. 


"She's a natural instructor," 


Chick said of Sophie. "There's 
no telling how many hundreds 
of people she got to calling."

was that she gave a calling les- 
son over the phone one night
